Thrown object found- 

While on North Precinct Mobile Field Force 2 on 8/4/18, and standing on a 
skirmish line near SW Naito Parkway and SW Columbia St, facing eastbound, I 
heard over the radio that counter-protestors were damaging Bureau vehicles 
that we had parked just west of SW Naito Parkway to stop traffic from 
entering the area. 

I heard flashbangs being deployed and shortly after noticed a curved piece 
pipe travelling eastbound, hitting the street pavement, and bouncing 
towards our mobile field force (our backs were to the flying object). 
Fortunately the projecticle came to rest on the street. When it was safe to 
do so I recovered the piece of glued metal & PVC pipe to prevent someone 
from throwing it again. I later placed it into evidence at North Precinct 
(A105744). I am not sure what time this incident was, but estimate around 
1400 hours. Dispatch audio may yield a more accurate time. 

Photographs taken- 

Around 1753 hours near SW Naito Parkway and Salmon St, while on the mobile 
field force and remaining near dwindling opposing crowds to keep the peace, 
I noticed several persons (about 5 at first, increasing to around 15) 
dressed almost completely in black, with faces covered, some with gas masks 
covering their faces. I notified Sgt. Spiegel, as they appeared to be 
congregating on the west side and looking towards the crowd that was having 
a peaceful discussion, despite being face-to-face. 

The group dressed in black was gathered near a maroon Nissan Pathfinder 
with green Spitfire sticker on the back of it (temp tag). I inconspicuously 
took photos of the group, should they help to identify persons involved in 
riot and vandalism during today's incident. Photos later submitted via 
DIMS. It should be noted that I took a photo of a thin/medium build male, 
brown hair in a bun, tattoo on right arm, tattoo on left forearm, wearing a 
black shirt with black pants partially and unevenly rolled up, holding a 
skateboard in his right hand. This person appeared to have keys to the 
truck and had access to the driver's door.

INCIDENT COMMANDER REPORT 


On August 4th, 2018,1 served as the Incident Commander for the Patriot Prayer demonstration in Waterfront Park. This event 
was highly publicized and several counter-demonstrations were planned in response. 

On June 30, 2018, Patriot Prayer held a permitted rally and march that ended in a civil disturbance. In order to prevent another 
civil disturbance between demonstrators and counter-demonstrators, we planned to keep the two groups separated during this 
demonstration. 


Prior to the event, we had a large section of Waterfront Park fenced off using steel bike fencing. Four entrances were provided 
and park rules banning weapons were strictly enforced. Police resources were highly visible in the area by approximately 1030 
hours. 


By 1040 hours demonstrators and counter-demonstrators began arriving. Officers advised the Incident Command Post 
(ICP) they were seeing visible weapons (sticks, shields, etc.) being earned on both sides. Members of the Patriot Prayer 
demonstration gathered at Salmon Springs and did not enter the fenced area of Waterfront Park. Officers actively patrolled the 
crowd and provided admonishments that weapons were not allowed in the park. 

One of the counter-demonstration groups gathered at City Hall, and marched down to Waterfront Park at approximately 1135 
hours. Officers were directed to keep the two groups separated and a skirmish line was established along the East and West 
sides of SW Naito Parkway. The main body of the march took a position in the roadway at SW Salmon, directly across the 
street from the Patriot Prayer group. 

The two groups were verbally hostile with each other and a significant police presence was needed to maintain the peace. At 
approximately 1146 hours, I requested all available officers in the city to respond, and I requested mutual aid from the Oregon 
State Police. 


At 1148 hours, Officers reported the group on the West side of Naito at SW Salmon had a large reinforced shield behind their 
banner. Officers continued to report persons on the West side of NW Naito were handing out cans, and loading an aerosol 
device that smelled of vinegar. Officers also reported additional reinforced banners, helmets, and shields were present in the 
crowd along the West side of SW Naito. Based on the behavior of some of the counter-demonstrators, at approximately 1216, 
I authorized the use of aerosol restraints and impact munitions to prevent the group from surging across SW Naito and mixing 
with the demonstration in Waterfront Park. I believed the group represented a civil disturbance as defined by Directive 603.10 
and I directed the sound truck to begin giving a dispersal order to the persons gathered behind the fortified banner. 

Approximately 1208, the organizer of the Patriot Prayer march, Mr. Gibson, arrived in Waterfront Park. Approximately 1222 
hours, officers advised a water bottle was thrown from the West side of SW Naito.

In order to gain a tactical advantage in our efforts to keep the two groups separated, we worked with Mr. Gibson to have him 
move his demonstrators into the fenced area to the North of Salmon Springs. The group began their rally while they waited for 
additional buses to arrive with more participants. Mr. Gibson told our liaison officer he intended to march in Waterfront Park. 


At approximately 1330 hours, Patriot Prayer began their march southbound through the park. In response, we directed 
resources to "leap-frog" in order to maintain a physical presence and prevent the two groups from mixing. 


At approximately 1345 hours, a large group of counter-demonstrators gathered on the West side of SW Naito at SW Columbia 
and the main body of the Patriot Prayer march gathered on the East side of SW Naito in Waterfront Park. The group on the 
West side of SW Naito was behind a fortified banner, and several members in the front rows were wearing helmets and 
protective vests. Officers observed weapons in the crowd. I believed the group represented a civil disturbance as defined by 
Directive 603.10, and I directed the sound truck to begin giving a dispersal order to the group behind the fortified banner. 


Approximately 1351 hours, officers advised members of the group began vandalizing and damaging police vehicles in the 
street on SW Columbia between SW Naito and SW 1st. 


At approximately 1353 hours, RRT advised they were taking bottles and rocks from the West. I directed RRT to disperse the 
crowd to the West and continue with sound truck announcements. RRT advised they were being met with resistance and the 
group was attempting to barricade the street and setting fires while they moved West on SW Columbia. 


While this was occurring, members of Patriot Prayer moved West across SW Naito towards the counter-demonstrators. 
Ultimately, the two groups gathered near each other and police formed skirmish lines to prevent them from mixing. 


At approximately 1427 hours, Patriot Prayer returned to Salmon Springs to wait for their buses to pick them up. Once Patriot 
Prayer was in Waterfront Park, counter-demonstrators re-formed on the West side of SW Naito at SW Salmon. Police 
maintained a skirmish line on both sides of SW Naito to keep the two group separated. Over the next several hours, there were 
some small disturbances and resources were directed to prevent a violent encounter between the two groups. 


At approximately 1815 hours, the last of the Patriot Prayer departed Salmon Springs on a bus. Once they cleared the area, we 
began restoring the normal flow of traffic and demobilizing our resources. 


I met with the supervisors after the event to conduct a debrief. I was advised a total of 4 persons were arrested, and members of 
PPB RRT had used aerial distraction devices, impact munitions, OC Vapor, and batons to disperse the crowd.

On August 04, 2018, I was assigned to be the squad leader for Mobile Field 
Force for Central Precinct, and assigned to the August 4 Rally. We were a 
bicycle squad. 

During the Supervisor's Meeting, I was told the bike squad is assigned to 
Water Front Park. Our mission before the rally was to attempt the 
prevention of weapons into the park to assure a safe environment for all 
demonstrators. 

We were on post at about 0950 hours. There were already about 100-150 
demonstrators inside the fenced off area of the park. Based on the signs 
they were holding, we believed they were part of the Patriot Prayer group. 
We noticed a few flags on flag poles. The flag poles appeared to be larger 
than necessary to hold a flag, and we reasonably believed based on the size 
and thickness they would be used as weapons. We talked to the people 
holding them, and explained to them our desire for a peaceful 
demonstration, and asked them if we could take their poles for safe 
keeping. They asked if they would take the flags off the poles, and return 
the poles to their cars. We agreed to this resolution. 

As time went on, a large group gathered outside the fenced area of the 
park.We attempted several times to encourage them to enter the fenced area. 

They told me they did not want to be searched, and because of the searches 
they would not go into the fenced area. This group too aligned themselves 
with the Patriot Prayer group. 

Within this group we saw several poles, knives, shields, bats, pepper 
spray, and other potential weapons. We approached several people, and 
discussed with them our desire for a peaceful demonstration, and asked to 
take the item for safe keeping. Several people willingly gave up their 
weapon. We asked every person we took something from if they wanted a 
property receipt, and they all said no. We put everything we took into the 
truck of the designated vehicle. 

There was one person in who told me he was upset because we were taking 
disarming only members from the Patriot Prayer group. He was upset because 
by disarming them, they would not be able to defend themselves from Antifa. 

I attempted several times to explain our position on the safety for the 
demonstration. All he did was argue, and said he felt PPB was being unfair 
to the Patriot Prayer demonstrators. 

Once the Antifa group gathered on the other side of the street, the energy 
of the crowd became very intense. It became unsafe for my team of ten 
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officers to walk through the crowd. 

We were then assigned to block traffic both northbound and southbound on 
Naito Parkway. We did as assigned until the demonstration began to move. 
We then shadowed the groups, and gave updates to the I.C. When the two 
groups split up, I broke my team up into two groups, and had one team 
shadow each group. During this time, we stayed a block or two away from 
the demonstration. We maintained this mission until both groups went back 
to Salmon Springs Fountain.

SUBJECT 

PROTEST EVENT 


This report serves as a summary of details related to RRT Bravo squad's 
involvement in a protest event located downtown Portland on 08/04/18. I 
was detailed as the team leader for this assignment. For most of the event 
I had 14 other members assigned to my team (8 line officers, 3 grenadiers, 

1 driver, 1 FED criminalist, and 1 PFB medic.) 

During our first assignment (10:40 hours), Bravo squad moved to the area 
around the Hawthorne Bridge in order to observe the initial gathering of 
the crowd in Salmon Springs Park. Next (11:20 hours), Bravo squad moved 
into the park in order to maintain closer watch over two competing groups 
(generally labeled as Patriot Prayer and Antifa.) From there, we followed 
the two groups northbound along Naito Ave up to the Morrison Bridge. The 
two groups were positioned on separate sides of the street (Patriot Prayer 
on the east side and Antifa on the west side.) We remained at that 
location until about 13:45 hours. 

The two groups spent a lot of time moving about the downtown area between 
SW Morrison St - Clay St and Naito Ave - 5th Ave. Around 13:45 hours a 
protester laid down in the street directly in front of our marked police 
van in an effort to prevent us from following a large gathering of Antifa 
protesters near the area of SW Market St and 3rd Ave. Part of Bravo squad 
had to get off of the van in order to prevent the protester from 
repositioning as we backed the van up. A member of Bravo squad had to hold 
the protester back and physically move them away several feet so our 
vehicle could pass by safely. This delayed our intended movement to travel 
west of that location. The protester was moved without incident or injury. 

There were several other protesters who appeared to be getting ready to do 
the same thing. If we hadn't reacted quickly, then we could have easily 
been surrounded and that would have prohibited our ability to respond 
quickly to other areas of need. 

Bravo squad continued to follow groups around the downtown area for several 
hours. Around 16:15 hours our vehicle broke down in the middle of the 
street located at SW 3rd Ave / Jefferson St. From there, Bravo squad 
continued to follow the two groups back toward the direction of Waterfront 
Park on foot. The two groups (now numbering roughly 50 persons each - 100 
total) had merged as they wandered the streets on foot. They would walk 
for about a half block before stopping and arguing with each other. Then 
they would continue to move. This pattern continued for about 30 minutes. 
The two groups would occasionally step off the sidewalk and move into the 
streets. They generally followed our instructions to get back on the 
sidewalk, but I was growing increasingly concerned that a physical fight 
was going to break out.

Finally, as our squad (which was now joined by several other squads) had 
followed the arguing groups back under the Hawthorne Bridge I saw an 
opportunity to intervene and create a point of separation between them. I 
believed it was more likely than not they would begin fighting in the park 
again based on current behaviors from both sides, past physical fights that 
same day between the two sides, and the repeated verbal skirmishes between 
the two groups. We were able to effectively intervene by forming a line of 
officers between the two groups. This prevented any further physical 
fights between the two groups in that area. The two groups remained 
basically separated for the rest of the event within that area. Bravo 
squad was directed to return to Central Precinct around 17:15 hours. We 
were not called upon to re-deploy anymore after that.

8. On 8-4-18 I was assigned to RRT Delta Squad as a line officer. We were 
there to assist in keeping the peace between rival protesting groups. The 
antifa group had began to move in an attempt to get into Waterfront Park 
where the patriot prayer group was located. A large number of antifa began 
to walk east on SW Columbia St. We dismounted from the truck and formed a 
line formation on the west side of SW Naito Pkwy at SW Columbia St. We were 
holding a line formation in an attempt to keep antifa protesters from 
crossing east into Waterfront Park where patriot prayer members were. There 
was a group of about 200+ protesters gathered. On SW Columbia there were 
three patrol cars parked. I could see antifa members beginning to climb on 
the cars and vandalize them. We relayed this information to our Sgt. A plan 
was made to have the crowd move back west on SW Columbia toward SW 1st Ave. 
Members of the crowd were told that SW Columbia St. was closed and that 
they needed to move West due the the vandalism. This announcement was made 
multiple times by the sound truck loud enough for people to hear for 
several city blocks. 

We began to move the crowd back and face resistance in the form of active 
aggression and objects being thrown at us. We pushed the crowed to SW 1st 
Ave on SW Columbia St. Due to the violent nature of the crowd it was 
determined to continue to move people west again. Announcements were made 
that people needed to continue to move west. We began to walk west clearing 
the street and sidewalk of pedestrians at a walking pace. Yelling for 
people to move back. 
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The female was later identified as (XI) Tracy Molina. She was charged with 
Attempt APSO and Disorderly Conduct.

SOUNDTRUCK #1 ANNOUNCEMENTS 


Soundtruck #1 

Driver: Officer Jason Hubert, 28376 

Supervisor/Announcer: Sergeant S.Brad Yakots, 48158

At 0900hrs the members of Soundtruck #1 met at Central Precinct to support 
police operations in response to the August 4 Rally. 

At 1050hrs, radio transmissions indicated personnel attending the various 
rallies had weapons and were wearing ballistic helmets. Soundtruck #1 
staged under the Morrison Bridge to make any necessary announcements 
preventing personnel with weapons to enter the park. 

At 1116hrs Soundtruck #1 was in Waterfront Park (grass area) just south of 
the Morrison Bridge facing south toward Salmon Springs where Patriot Prayer 
supporters were gathering. Soundtruck #2 was at the south end of the park 
to ensure the messages were heard by everyone in the crowd. 

At 1120hrs, SGT Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Firearms are not allowed in Tom McCall 
Waterfront Park. Anyone with a concealed firearm and not in possession of 
a valid Oregon CHL is in violation of Portland City Code and must leave the 
park now. No one may possess openly visible firearms even those with a 
valid Oregon CHL. Anyone involved in assaultive behavior is subject to 
arrest or citation, reasonable force may be used to curtail assaultive 
behavior. Failure to comply with any order by police may subject you to 
citation, arrest, confiscation of firearms" 

Patriot Prayer and Antifa crowds began to increase. Patriot Prayer 
supporters were at Salmon Springs Fountain on the east side of Naito 
Parkway and Antifa supporters were across the street on the west side of 
Naito. Police were providing a barrier to keep the two crowds separate as 
they yelled at each other. 

At 1131hrs in Waterfront Park (grass area) just south of the Morrison 
Bridge facing south toward Salmon Springs, SGT Yakots made the following 
announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. SW Naito Pkwy and SW Salmon St is 
open to vehicular traffic. You must immediately vacate the roadway and 
proceed to the sidewalk. If you remain in the roadway, you may be subject 
to citation or arrest". This announcement was made twice within a minute. 

Soundtruck #1 moved onto SW Naito Parkway, just north of the intersection 
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of Salmon St, facing south towards the two crowds on either side of Naito 
Parkway. People had moved onto the islands in the middle of Naito Parkway 
and needed to be directed back to either side of the street. 

At 1133hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. SW Naito Pkwy and SW Salmon St is 
open to vehicular traffic. You must immediately vacate the roadway and 
proceed to the sidewalk. For the people standing on the island in the 
middle of Naito, move to the sidewalk. If you remain in the roadway, you 
may be subject to citation or arrest." This announcement was made three 
times within 2 minutes. I know it was heard because the people standing on 
the islands complied and moved to the sidewalks. 

As tensions rose between the two groups across the street for each other, 
police provided a barrier to prevent them from physically interacting and 
becoming violent. 

At 1135hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcements: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. SW Naito Pkwy and SW Salmon St is 
open to vehicular traffic. You must immediately vacate the roadway and 
proceed to the sidewalk. If you remain in the roadway, you may be subject 
to citation or arrest." This announcement was made four times within five 
minutes. 

In attempt to deescalate the two crowds facing off across Naito Parkway, 
police tried to get the Patriot Prayer group to move into Waterfront Park 
and continue their rally. 

At 1144hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"The Police Bureau requests all people at Salmon Street Springs to move 
north and enter the fenced area at Tom McCall Waterfront Park." This 
announcement was made six times within two minutes. 

People on either side continued to attempt to contact the opposing group 

and cross Naito Parkway. 

At 1148hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Southwest Naito Parkway is closed. 

The pedestrian crossings are closed. Remain on the sidewalk." This 
announcement was made five times within five minutes. 

At this time the majority of the crowds on both sides were compliant with 

the directions given to keep Naito Parkway clear and avoid a physical 
confrontation between the two opposing groups. 

At 1157hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. SW Naito Pkwy and SW Salmon 
crosswalks are closed." This announcement was made three times within two 
minutes. 
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At the Naito Parkway/Salmon St intersection the Antifa side was burning an 
American Flag and verbal rhetoric between the two groups was increasing. 

At 1212hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. All crosswalks across SW Naito Pkwy 
between SW Main and SW Salmon are closed. Pedestrians are not permitted to 
cross the street in this area.Failure to follow this order may result in 
the reasonable use of force to enforce this order." This announcement was 
made four times within four minutes. Soundtruck #2 was also making the 
announcement from the south to ensure everyone on both sides could hear the 
announcement. 

Police monitoring the crowd notified via radio some people in the crowd 
were arming themselves with weapons. 

At 1221hrs on Naito Parkway facing south toward Salmon St, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"Officers have observed people armed with weapons near SW Salmon St and SW 
Naito Pkwy. People on the west side of SW Naito must leave the area 
immediately by traveling west. Failure to comply with this order may 
subject you to arrest or citation, and may subject you to the use of riot 
control agents or impact weapons." This announcement was made seven times 
within two minutes. 

At 1227hrs, the Patriot Prayer group began moving northbound in Waterfront 
Park. Antifa paralleled the movement going northbound on the sidewalk on 
the westside of Naito Parkway. The two groups stalled around the 
intersection of SW Morrison and Naito Parkway. 

At 1236hrs on Naito Parkway and Morrison St facing north toward Morrison 
St, SGT Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Stay out of the street and stay on the 
sidewalk. This announcement was made seven times within eight minutes. I 
know the announcement was audible because a man standing in the street 
looked at us and complied by getting on the sidewalk. As the announcements 
were made, we moved closer to the Naito Pkwy/Morrison intersection to 
ensure everyone could hear it. 

Operations was working on getting Naito Parkway open to vehicular traffic. 

At 1250hrs on Naito Parkway and Morrison St facing north toward Morrison 
St, SGT Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Vehicular traffic will be resuming 
near SW Naito Pkwy. All people on SW Naito Pkwy must move to the sidewalk 
immediately. Failure to comply with this order may subject you to arrest or 
citation, and may subject you to the use of riot control agents or impact 
weapons." This announcement was made three times within four minutes. Due 
to the size of the two crowds, Soundtruck #1 and Soundtruck #2 continued to 
echo announcements form the north and south to ensure everyone in the crowd 
could hear the announcement. 

Due the concerns of the safety of the police in the street providing a 
barrier between the two contentious crowds, it was determined Naito Parkway 
should remain closed to vehicular traffic for a little longer so we stopped 
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making announcements. 

At this time it was announced over the radio the Patriot Prayer group was 
expecting two more buses of people to join their rally at Salmon Springs. 
The two groups remained at a standstill yelling at each other from opposite 
sides of Naito Parkway with the majority of the crowed at the intersection 
of Morrison St. 

At 1315hrs, a member of the Patriot Prayer group, thought to be one of the 
leaders, purposefully crossed Naito Parkway and entered the Antifa crowd 
causing a disturbance then left back to Waterfront Park. 

At 1318hrs on Naito Parkway and Morrison St facing north toward Morrison 
St, SGT Yakots made the following announcement to prevent further 
infiltration of the opposing sides: 

"This is the Portland Police. Get on the Sidewalk. Get out of the street 
and get on the sidewalk." This announcement was made six times within two 
minutes. 

The Patriot Prayer group then started moving southbound in Waterfront Park, 
returning to the Salmon Springs area. Antifa also started to move again, 
paralleling the southbound movement on the west sidewalk of Naito Parkway. 
Soundtruck #1 turned around and followed the movement south on Naito Pkwy, 
staging at the SW Naito Parkway and Salmon St intersection, facing south. 

At 1331hrs on Naito Parkway and Salmon St facing south. SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement to keep the two groups separated: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Get out of the street and get on the 
sidewalk." This announcement was made three times within 2 minutes. 

People complied with the announcement so it was altered to state the 
following at 1333hrs; 

"This is the Portland Police. Remain on the sidewalk." This announcement 
was made once. 

Patriot Prayer group was indicating they intended to march and continued 
southbound in Waterfront Park towards the Hawthorne Bridge. Antifa also 
continued southbound parallelling Patriot Prayer's movement. Both groups 
stopped in the Hawthorne Bridge area and again began yelling at each other 
across the street. Soundtruck #1 staged at SW Naito Pkwy and Jefferson St. 

At 1349hrs on Naito Parkway and Colulmbia St facing south. SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Remain on the sidewalk." This 
announcement was made only once because it was announced over the radio 
that police vehicles parked where the Antifa crowd on the west side of 
Naito on Columbia St had gathered were being damaged. 

At 1351hrs on Naito Parkway and Columbia St facing south. SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. All those standing at the 
intersection of SW Columbia Street and Naito Parkway need to move to the 
west immediately. Failure to comply with this order may subject you to 
arrest or citation and may subject you to the use of riot control agents or 
impact weapons." This announcement was made nine times within four 
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minutes. 

At 1356hrs, Soundtruck #1 positioned behind the police clearing the 
intersection of SW Naito Pkway and Columbia St and moved along Columbia St 
westbound to support the movement of the crowd. SGT Yakots made the 
following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Officers have observed protesters 
throwing projectiles, including rocks and bottles. The projectiles were 
thrown at officers near SW Naito Pkwy and SW Columbia. All people in this 
area must immediately disperse. Failure to comply with this order may 
subject you to arrest or citation, and may subject you to the use of riot 
control agents or impact weapons." This announcement was made nine times 
within three minutes. The announcements were made as we followed the 
movement west on Columbia St to 3rd Ave. As we followed the police 
clearing the street, we passed damaged vehicles, signs and construction 
items thrown in the street, vendor tables upside down and something like a 
flare actively burning and producing a thick black smoke. Police reported 
the Antifa crowd members were throwing rocks, bricks and signs. 

At 1405hrs on Columbia St and 3rd Ave, facing northwest, SGT Yakots made 
the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. You must leave the area within one 
block of SW 3rd Avenue and Columbia or you will be subject to citation or 
arrest. Failure to comply with this order may subject you to citation or 
arrest. Failure to comply with this order may also result in the use of 
riot control agents or impact weapons." This announcement was made twice 
within two minutes. 

The Antifa group stalled at SW 3rd and Jefferson St as some Patriot Prayer 
group members started arriving in the area as well. 

At 1408hrs on 3rd Ave, facing northwest, just south of Jefferson St looking 
at the crowd, SGT Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Remain on the sidewalk. Get out of 
the street." This announcement was made six times within four minutes. 

The two groups began moving again as police remained vigilant in keeping 
them separated in order to prevent any physical violence. Large explosions 
were heard, assumed to be large fireworks someone in the crowd set off. 
Patriot Prayer members were moving back towards Waterfront Park and Antifa 
members were following the Patriot Prayer group as both groups continued to 
incite one another. 

At 1425hrs on Market St and 2nd Ave facing east towards the crowd, SGT 
Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. To those near SW 2nd Ave and SW Market 
this is now a civil disturbance. All people must disperse by traveling to 
the west. You are ordered to disperse immediately. 

If you fail to adhere to this police order you are subject to arrest or 
citation and may be subject to riot control agents and impact weapons." 

This announcement was made 4 times within two minutes. 

As the crowd moved eastbound, Soundtruck #1 followed behind. The crowd 
stalled at SW Naito Parkway and Clay St. 

At 1425hrs on SW Naito and Clay facing north towards the crowd, SGT Yakots 
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made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. To those near SW 2nd Ave and SW Market 
this is now a civil disturbance. All people must disperse by traveling to 
the west. You are ordered to disperse immediately. 

If you fail to adhere to this police order you are subject to arrest or 
citation. If you fail to adhere to this police order you will be subject to 
riot control agents and impact weapons." This announcement was made twice 
within four minutes. 

The Patriot Prayer group began reassembling in Waterfront Park to be picked 
up by their transportation. Antifa remained in the area as well. 

At 1436hrs on SW Naito and Salmon St facing north towards the crowd, SGT 
Yakots made the following announcement: 

"This is the Portland Police Bureau. Stay on the sidewalk. Get out of the 
street and stay on the sidewalk." This announcement was made three times 
within two minutes. 

At 1455hrs on SW Naito and Salmon St facing north towards the crowd, SGT 
Yakots made the following announcement: 

"The Police Bureau is attempting to reopen SW Naito Pkwy to all vehicular 
traffic. The Police Bureau will provide assistance to direct community 
members out of the area." This announcement was made twice within a minute. 

Soundtruck #1 returned to Central Precinct for a break then remained in the 
area of SW 1st Ave and Jefferson St due to reports of small crowds 
continuing to antagonize one another in the area of the Hawthorne Bridge. 

Soundtruck #1 made no further announcements for the remainder of the 
evening and was released around 1830hrs.

DELTA SQUAD REPORT 


On 08/04/18 I was deployed as an RRT sergeant with Delta squad. I was 
responsible for 10 officers, 3 grenadiers and myself as a supervisor. My 
direct supervisors were Lt. Stainbrook and Lt. Niiya acting under the 
authority of the Incident Commander. 

We were in full PPE, because it had been widely reported that both groups, 
Antifa and Patriot Prayer, had made statements that they would arrive at 
Waterfront Park equipped with weapons. These weapons included firearms, 
projectiles and explosives. These events can be volatile and can result in 
injuries to officers responding. 

Officers arrived at SE Precinct at 0900 hr. and met with squad leaders at 
0930 hr at Central Precinct. Our squad was deployed at 1015 hr. and we 
staged on mobile vehicles under the Morrison Bridge. Soon thereafter, we 
made targeted patrols to assess the crowd size and demeanor. Patriot 
Prayer participants entered the park as scheduled and Antifa massed near 
City Hall and marched to the area of Naito Parkway, Market to Morrison 
streets. 

It was determined by the EOC that it would be prudent to keep the two 
antagonistic groups separated as long as possible while still allowing both 
sides to exercise free speech. Delta Squad was initially tasked with 
forming a police line on the west side of Naito Parkway and to insure the 
two groups would not attack each other. This was to help prevent any 
violence that had plagued previous encounters. 

During our deployment we ended up at Naito Parkway and Columbia Street. 
While on the police line we noticed Antifa, who had arrived with armoured 
shields as offensive weapons. As we maintained order, officers observed 
several masked Antifa members unloading projectiles from backpacks. In 
addition they had been filling containers with wasp spray and other foul 
smelling chemicals and they had grouped in an offensive manner by linking 
arms and yelling epithets and the police officers present. Soon thereafter, 
it was found that two Portland Police vehicles and a citizen's vehicles had 
been surrounded by protesters just west of Naito on Columbia. I could see 
protesters trying to break the SUV windows and I know from experience that 
Antifa members have broken out windows in police SUVs and thrown lit flares 
inside in an attempt to commit arson. I immediately became concerned that 
if fires were lit inside the SUVs, that would place the entire crowd of 
protesters in immediate danger of serious physical injury. I contacted Lt. 
Stainbrook and asked him to verify if the SUVs were occupied by officers. 

I asked Lt. Stainbrook to call for announcements from the sound truck to 
ask protesters to leave the street and provide a force warning in case we 
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needed to rescue officers in the vehicles or stop the destruction of the 
vehicles and prevent the possibility of arson. The request for the sound 
truck was granted and I heard warnings being broadcast. Protesters were 
ordered to vacate the street. Protesters were warned that they may be 
subject to riot control agents and impact weapons. The protesters did not 
move . 

Given the exigency of the immediate threat, I believed an 

officer or citizen rescue was necessary. I consulted with Lt.Stainbrook 
and the EOC was notified that we intended to use ADDs to initiate the 
rescue. I ordered two Delta Squad grenadiers to deploy ADDs as a 
distraction with the intent of moving the squad forward to rescue the 
people trapped in vehicles and secure those vehicles. We have trained 
extensively in these tactics and I felt confident that we would be 
successful without injuring officers or protesters. 

The ADDs were deployed which caused the desire distraction and Delta 
Squad moved forward to clear the streets and rescue the people and 
vehicles. Upon moving forward, we encountered dozens of thrown projectiles 
including bottles, large rocks, bricks, flares, smoke grenades and chemical 
agents. Delta squad members targeted the offenders with FN303 rounds, RBDD 
rounds and 40mm impact weapons. Multiple officers were hit with flying 
projectiles and OC vapor was used to disperse the crowds. We continued to 
move beyond the trapped vehicles and found the patrol cars were unoccupied, 
but a citizen's vehicles was rescued with driver at the wheel. 

We continued to gain ground after pausing to assess the need to move 
forward. Antifa paused and hardened their positions and continued their 
assault on RRT officers. Other munitions were deployed in defense of the 
RRT officers involved. Eventually, the Antifa crowd was dispersed near 
Columbia Street and 4th Avenue. We continued on, but no other munitions 
were deployed, because it was not necessary to protect the officers or 
citizens present. 

Delta Squad continued targeted patrols in the area to prevent Antifa 
members from engaging in fights with Patriot Prayer members. Our efforts 
were successful and the crowds diminished. We finally intervened at 
Waterfront Park as the remaining members of Antifa and Patriot Prayer came 
together and began arguing. No other force was used and the event ended 
peacefully. 

Delta Squad secured for the day at SE Precinct at 2200 hr. It was 
determined that three Delta officers sustained minor injuries during the 
event.

The vehicle had the listed damages (broken rear and right 
window and left front flat tire. 

We drove them to the secured parking garage at SW 1st Ave and SW Jefferson 
Street. Sgt Speigle contacted FED. FED arrived on scene and took 
pictures of the damage.

SUBJECT 

ALPHA SQUAD REPORT 


On August 4th, 2018,1 was assigned as the Squad leader for Alpha squad on the Rapid Response Team (RRT) for a Patriot 
Prayer Group rally and an Antifa counterprotest occurring in downtown Portland scheduled to start at noon. The Patriot 
Prayer Group was holding their rally in Waterfront Park, near the Salmon Springs Fountain, and the counter-protesters were 
gathering in the surrounding area. These demonstrations were cause for concern based on the amount of rhetoric between the 
two groups occurring online prior to the event, including statements about assaults and violence occurring between the two 
groups. During previous encounters between these two groups where I have been present, they have rapidly devolved into 
violent clashes between the two groups. The most recent event occurred on June 30th, 2018, and numerous assaults occurred 
that day between the two groups. The most recent intelligence for the August 4th event indicated both groups would be armed 
with multiple types of weapons, including firearms. In order to ameliorate the friction between the two groups, a large section 
of fencing had been set up in Waterfront Park, stretching between Salmon Springs and an area south of the Morrison Bridge. 

Alpha squad was in uniform and was comprised of eight officers, two grenadiers, a PFB medic, and an assigned vehicle 
driver. Alpha squad was initially assigned as a bike squad with a role of potential early interdiction of armed individuals. 

Alpha squad, minus our medic and driver, was deployed on bicycles around Waterfront Park and the surrounding streets at 
approximately 1015 hours. Due to the large number of counter-protesters arriving in the area, I directed three members of 
Alpha squad to remain near the north end of the fenced area as a visual presence to supplement the three uniform officers 
stationed there. The remainder of Alpha squad patrolled the streets to the west of Waterfront Park, reporting in to the Incident 
Commander sightings of groups of Antifa approaching the Waterfront Park area. 

As noon approached, the counter-protesters began to anticipate the arrival of several key members of the Patriot Prayer 
group, and a large group of counter-protesters began gathering on the west side of SW Naito Avenue at SW Salmon Street. 

Lieutenant Niiya directed other squads to form a skirmish line on the west side of SW Naito Avenue to prevent the counter¬ 
protesters from being able to physically interact with the Patriot Prayer group. I reformed Alpha squad and was directed to 
establish a skirmish line along the east side of SW Naito Avenue in order to prevent the Patriot Prayer group from being 
able to physically interact with the counter-protesters. As the numbers from both sides in the area of SW Salmon Street and 
SW Naito Avenue continued to swell, the mood became hostile. Anticipation continued to increase regarding the arrival of 
several key members of the Patriot Prayer group, and I informed Lieutenant Niiya Alpha squad, in its current configuration as 
a bicycle squad, would be unable to keep the two groups separated should a surge occur. Lieutenant Niiya then directed me to 
have Alpha squad don our personal Protective Equipment (PPE), and return for reassignment. 

Once Alpha squad was properly equipped in our PPE. and reunited with our medic and driver, I heard via the radio a large 
group of counter-protesters was marching east on SW Salmon Street from City Flail. Alpha squad was then directed to 
supplement the other squads and assist with forming the skirmish line on SW Naito Avenue, near SW Taylor Street. At this 
point, the group of counter-protesters stretched along SW Naito Avenue from SW Main Street to SW Morrison Street. Alpha 
squad was positioned across form a large group of Antifa/Black Bloc armed with shields, poles, and reinforced banners. 

Eventually the Patriot Prayer group began marching south and was mirrored by the counter-protesters. Via the radio, I directed 
all of the squads forming the skirmish line on the west side of SW Naito Avenue to begin moving south as well, in order to 
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physically separate the two groups in an attempt to prevent any violence. I specifically directed Alpha squad to remain near 
the large group of Antifa/Black Bloc protesters armed with shields, poles, and reinforced banners. 

Because of the moving skirmish line, neither side was allowed to physically interact with the other, and members of the 
counter-protesters began moving west and south at a rapid pace, likely in an attempt to bypass the front of the skirmish 
line. Alpha squad then redeployed to SW Naito Avenue and SW Clay Street, ahead of the group of counter-protesters. 

I then became aware via radio transmissions, two police cars parked on SW Columbia between SW 1st Avenue and SW 
Naito Avenue were surrounded by a large group of Antifa/Black Bloc protesters who were actively damaging the vehicles. 

Multiple attempts were made by dispatch to raise the operators and/or occupants of those vehicles, with no success. I became 
concerned the vehicles were occupied and the occupants in physical danger. I heard via the radio Delta squad was going 
to attempt to clear the Antifa/Black Bloc protesters away from the vehicles. Immediately upon initiating their mission, 

Delta squad was met with heavy resistance, in the form of thrown rocks, bottles, lit fireworks, and unknown smoke agents. 

I then deployed Alpha squad to assist Delta squad with its mission. As soon as Alpha squad met up with Delta squad on 
SW Columbia Street, we were also subject to the same thrown items. I directed my grenadier to deploy Aerial Distraction 
Devices (ADDs) above the crowd, as trained to do. My other grenadier began addressing individuals throwing objects at 
the police with his FN303. I observed both police vehicles were unoccupied, but saw a third civilian vehicle with a cracked 
windshield occupied by a very scared looking female, who was able to leave after the Antifa/Black Bloc protesters moved 
westbound. I relayed the situation and the use of munitions to the Incident Commander via radio. Near the intersection of 
SW Columbia Street and SW 2nd Avenue, I was struck in my right shin with a baseball-sized rock thrown from the group of 
Antifa/Black Bloc protesters. As we moved west on SW Columbia Street, the large group of Antifa/Black Bloc protesters 
would pause, and began throwing the same types of items at the police, but would then continue to move when ADDs were 
deployed. I coordinated with Sergeant Mooney, the Delta squad leader, and Lieutenant Stainbrook, the platoon leader, and we 
initiated a dynamic movement, which then dispersed the large group of Antifa/Black Bloc protesters near the intersection of 
SW Columbia Street and SW 4th Avenue. 


Alpha Squad was then deployed on targeted patrols in the downtown area in an attempt to prevent the two groups from 
initiating any physical confrontation with each other. As we conducted these patrols, I noticed the size of the groups was 
diminishing, and we were generally able to keep both groups physically separated. Eventually the remainder of both groups 
reformed underneath the Hawthorne Bridge in Waterfront Park, and Alpha squad was deployed between the two groups to 
keep them physically separate. The Patriot Prayer group then returned to Salmon Springs, and Alpha Squad redeployed in 
front of Salmon Springs briefly for the same purpose, before being redeployed underneath the Morrison Bridge as a reserve 
squad. Alpha squad then remained in this position until the conclusion of the event. Any member of Alpha squad that used 
force was directed to write a report.

DESCRIBE THIS USE OF FORCE: 


During a protest/counterprotest between Patriot Prayer and Antifa, I was the Alpha squad leader for RRT. During past protests between 
these two groups, they have devolved into serious acts of violence between the two groups. Our squad had just finished a support 
mission under the Hawthorne Bridge involving separating the two groups to prevent any violence between them and we were being 
redeployed to the Salmon Springs area to prevent the two groups from merging again. Several other RRT and Mobile Field Force assets 
were behind our vehicle, also being redeployed to support the overall mission. As we proceeded northbound on SW Naito we passed 
under the Hawthorne Bridge, and I observed a male and a female in the middle of the our lane of travel. This area of SW Naito consists of 
one lane for northbound travel, bordered by large bike lane physically separated from vehicle traffic by sturdy poles preventing vehicles 
from driving into the bike lane, and a raised median physically separating the north and southbound lanes . The male and female were 
walking slowly and refusing to exit the roadway, despite the numerous verbal commands from me and other members of my squad, and 
the use of the air horn by the driver of our vehicle. It was very apparent to me these two were attempting to delay our response to the 
Salmon Springs area in order to allow the rest of Antifa the opportunity to clash with the Patriot Prayer group already at that location. As 
we got closer to the male and female, the female looked back at our vehicle and then immediately laid down across the road in our lane 
of travel. This very effectively prevented our squad, as well as all of the other assets behind us, from moving forward. I dismounted my 
vehicle, which was now stopped, and as I approached the female, the male turned toward the female, with his back toward me, and bent 
down as if he too were going to lay across the road. Before he could complete the act, I pushed him from behind with both hands on his 
back, which caused him to stand upright and stumble forward onto the raised median. Simultaneous to the push, I instructed him loudly 
to, "Get out of the road!" After the male was out of the road, I turned my attention to the female and removed her from the road by 
simply pulling her out the road. I did not see the male after this. I then remounted my vehicle, and Alpha squad proceeded with its 
assigned mission.

In order to prevent this person from successfully laying down in the street, a control hold was not 
feasible, and could have caused injury to the person by me not being able to prevent him forcefully impacting the ground.

I also saw smoke bombs being 
thrown. There were aggressive people dragging things into the street such as signs and newspaper stands. Someone dragged a trash 
cans into the street that was later thrown in the direction of our squad. 

There were several individuals dancing in the street and taunting our police line. I heard the PPB Sound Truck giving several warnings 
via the Rrad PA system that could clearly be heard. The sound Truck was giving the warning to the crowd such as," This is the Portland 
Police Bureau the crowd needs to move to the west Immediately, failure to comply with subject you to arrest and/or citation including 
the use of riot control agents and impact munitions". 

I saw a male wearing black, with a mask, wearing short cut off sleeves pick up a rock and begin to make the motion to throw the rock as 
he was standing in the middle of the street. He was also trying to use some metal barricade to hide behind. The male was standing 
about 15-20 yards from me. The male then threw the rock at the police line. Other officers had to move out of the way being hit and 
injured. There was also another male wearing black near the male that threw the rock that was also throwing street cones in our 
direction.

I deployed my FN Launcher at the male throwing the rock aiming below the belt line. I deployed several FN rounds one after another 
until the male was no longer a threat to throw any rocks. I also didn't want the male to have the opportunity to throw any more 
projectiles, create any more barricades in the street, or continue to be in the street. I fired (approx 8 FN pellet rounds). The male that 
threw the rock walked out of the street. 

I then redirected my aim and launched rounds at the male that had thrown the cones. This male was using some sort of a home made 
shield and appeared to be kneeling down and reaching down to pick up a rock or some other object on the ground to throw. I deployed 
my FN launcher at him several times aprrox 7 FN rounds. He was also about 15-20 yards away. 

I felt it was necessary to use the FN as the subjects had armed themselves or were preparing to arm themselves with rocks. I also felt that 
they were capable of severely injuring the police and other bystanders by throwing rocks or other objects. I felt deployment of the FN 
was necessary to stop their attacks. I felt the FN deployment in this case was the best option offeree because it was able to reach armed 
subjects from a larger distance where pepper spray would not reach. It was also less force then using other lethal options. 

The FN was effective in this deployment. The male that threw the rock fled and the FN deployment set up a Dynamic move for our RRT 
squad to safely move and take ground. 

The males ran off before they could be arrested. They did not appear to be injured. They were not identified. 

I did not locate any witnesses for this event as it was volatile and not safe to do so. 

At 2nd Ave/SW Columbia there were more subjects throwing and dragging items into the street to disrupt traffic and also to use them as 
barricades. I know that these type of items have been used as ramming weapons to push against police lines. I also know that this crowd 
had been throwing these type of items at the police. I saw a male, wearing black pick up one end of a metal barricade with anther male. I 
believed he was trying to pick up the barricade to get it so he could use it and throw it in our direction. I deployed my FN launcher 
several times (5 times) below the belt line of this male. This was effective as the male changed direction and instead dropped the metal 
barricade and ran off into the crowd. The Male was about 10 yards away when I deplyed the FN. This male was not arrested, Identified, or 
contacted. He did not appeared to be injured 

Another Male wearing a tan straw type hat, cut off sleeves, and a large tan backpack tried again to lift up the same metal barricade off 
the ground as it lay in the middle of the street. I deployed my FN (5 pellet rounds) aiming below the belt line and at the lower extremities 
until the male dropped the barricade. The male then ran west after dropping the barricade. 

I felt the FN deployment in these cases was the best option offeree because it was able to reach these subjects from a larger distance 
where pepper spray would not reach, who were potentially trying to use the barricade as a weapon, or use it to prevent our forward 
movements. With these subjects away from this metal barricade our squad was able to move forward in a safe manner with out subjects 
holding our using the barricade against us. 

I did not think it was feasible to give a warning in this case given the subjects were already in the act of picking up the barricade and 
delay of deploying the FN may have given the suspects and opportunity to use the barricade as a weapon. I believe any delay would 
have been unsafe. I also felt that the PPB Sound Truck was giving continuous warning saying " This is the Portland Police Bureau, you are 
ordered to disperse, failure to do so will subject you to arrest or citation and be subject to riot control Agents and impact munitions." 

At 2nd Ave/SW Columbia the crowd was again in the street and more rocks, and smoke bombs, and bottles with paint were being 
thrown at Officers. I saw a male wearing a tan straw hat, brown backpack, jean shorts, throw a rock at Officers from about 15 yards away. I 
launched several FN pellet rounds in succession until I observed the male get out of the street and was not longer a threat of throwing 
items at Officers. I launched approx 7 FN rounds to prevent the male from throwing more objects that could have severely injured 
Officers and others. 

The male left to the north. He was not arrested, identified, or contacted. He did not appeared injured. 

I did not give a warning as I did not think it was feasible since the male was actively throwing objects that could injure someone and 
delaying with a warning would only give the subject an opportunity to throw more. The PPB Sound Truck was actively and constantly 
giving warnings to these subjects that they were to disperse and if the didn't they would be subject to riot control agents and impact 
munitions.

I saw a male wearing black, with a mask, wearing short cut off sleeves pick up a rock and begin to make the motion to throw the rock as 
he was standing in the middle of the street. He was also trying to use some metal barricade to hide behind. The male was standing 
about 15-20 yards from me. The male then threw the rock at the police line. Other officers had to move out of the way being hit and 
injured. There was also another male wearing black near the male that threw the rock that was also throwing street cones in our 
direction.

DESCRIBE THIS USE OF FORCE: 
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I deployed my FN Launcher at the male throwing the rock aiming below the belt line. I deployed several FN rounds one after another 
until the male was no longer a threat to throw any rocks. I also didn't want the male to have the opportunity to throw any more 
projectiles, create any more barricades in the street, or continue to be in the street. I fired (approx 8 FN pellet rounds). The male that 
threw the rock walked out of the street. 

I then redirected my aim and launched rounds at the male that had thrown the cones. This male was using some sort of a home made 
shield and appeared to be kneeling down and reaching down to pick up a rock or some other object on the ground to throw. I deployed 
my FN launcher at him several times aprrox 7 FN rounds. He was also about 15-20 yards away. 

I felt it was necessary to use the FN as the subjects had armed themselves or were preparing to arm themselves with rocks. I also felt that 
they were capable of severely injuring the police and other bystanders by throwing rocks or other objects. I felt deployment of the FN 
was necessary to stop their attacks. I felt the FN deployment in this case was the best option offeree because it was able to reach armed 
subjects from a larger distance where pepper spray would not reach. It was also less force then using other lethal options. 

The FN was effective in this deployment. The male that threw the rock fled and the FN deployment set up a Dynamic move for our RRT 
squad to safely move and take ground. 

The males ran off before they could be arrested. They did not appear to be injured. They were not identified. 

I did not locate any witnesses for this event as it was volatile and not safe to do so. 

At 2nd Ave/SW Columbia there were more subjects throwing and dragging items into the street to disrupt traffic and also to use them as 
barricades. I know that these type of items have been used as ramming weapons to push against police lines. I also know that this crowd 
had been throwing these type of items at the police. I saw a male, wearing black pick up one end of a metal barricade with anther male. I 
believed he was trying to pick up the barricade to get it so he could use it and throw it in our direction. I deployed my FN launcher 
several times (5 times) below the belt line of this male. This was effective as the male changed direction and instead dropped the metal 
barricade and ran off into the crowd. The Male was about 10 yards away when I deplyed the FN. This male was not arrested, Identified, or 
contacted. He did not appeared to be injured 

Another Male wearing a tan straw type hat, cut off sleeves, and a large tan backpack tried again to lift up the same metal barricade off 
the ground as it lay in the middle of the street. I deployed my FN (5 pellet rounds) aiming below the belt line and at the lower extremities 
until the male dropped the barricade. The male then ran west after dropping the barricade. 

I felt the FN deployment in these cases was the best option offeree because it was able to reach these subjects from a larger distance 
where pepper spray would not reach, who were potentially trying to use the barricade as a weapon, or use it to prevent our forward 
movements. With these subjects away from this metal barricade our squad was able to move forward in a safe manner with out subjects 
holding our using the barricade against us. 

I did not think it was feasible to give a warning in this case given the subjects were already in the act of picking up the barricade and 
delay of deploying the FN may have given the suspects and opportunity to use the barricade as a weapon. I believe any delay would 
have been unsafe. I also felt that the PPB Sound Truck was giving continuous warning saying " This is the Portland Police Bureau, you are 
ordered to disperse, failure to do so will subject you to arrest or citation and be subject to riot control Agents and impact munitions." 

At 2nd Ave/SW Columbia the crowd was again in the street and more rocks, and smoke bombs, and bottles with paint were being 
thrown at Officers. I saw a male wearing a tan straw hat, brown backpack, jean shorts, throw a rock at Officers from about 15 yards away. I 
launched several FN pellet rounds in succession until I observed the male get out of the street and was not longer a threat of throwing 
items at Officers. I launched approx 7 FN rounds to prevent the male from throwing more objects that could have severely injured 
Officers and others. 

The male left to the north. He was not arrested, identified, or contacted. He did not appeared injured. 

I did not give a warning as I did not think it was feasible since the male was actively throwing objects that could injure someone and 
delaying with a warning would only give the subject an opportunity to throw more. The PPB Sound Truck was actively and constantly 
giving warnings to these subjects that they were to disperse and if the didn't they would be subject to riot control agents and impact 
munitions.

Between the location of SW Columbia and SW 1 st to 3rd ave, I launched 5 ADDs via my 40mm launcher in the direction of the counter 
protesters. Each use of force was based on the counter protesters' acts of aggressive behavior(s). This behavior was described as 
throwing items in which could cause significant injury and/or death to an officer. These items included rocks, bricks, other hard objects, 
unknown items filled with liquid substances, glass bottles and other weapons. There were continuous items being thrown at RRT 
officers. 

Once launched, an ADD would explode approximately 20 feet above street level, either above the crowd of counter protesters or in front 
of them. This effort was to push back the crowd and deter them from engaging in aggressive behavior (i.e throwing items at the police). 

Again stated, each launch of an ADD (total of 5) were based on individuals continuously throwing items at the police. Each use offeree 
was reassessed in an effort to evaluate the aggressiveness of the crowd.

At one point, RRT disengaged from the crowd for a period of time because multiple people from each side had left, and we felt the 
remaining people there would be able to manage themselves without police services.

Once in the Salmon Springs Delta Squad "snaked" through the group at about the mid-line between the two groups. We were 
sandwiched too close (subjects from both Antifa and Patriot Prayer were literally touching me on both sides), and we were ordered to 
push the two groups away from one another. Directly in front of me was a short dark-skinned man. I said, "Please step back or force could 
be used against you." I made this statement loud enough for people all around me could hear the warning. The group around me began 
to step back, but the male in front of me refused to move. I said directly to him, "Please step back or force could be used against you." 
Again he stood there refusing to move. I felt it was possible he didn't speak English so I pointed back and again asked him to move back. 
Again, he didn't move. I then began to push him back with my baton he pushed back against me slightly so I pushed harder and he 
stepped back.

DESCRIBE THIS USE OF FORCE: 


I could see multiple, unknown adults in the Antifa crowd actively vandalizing Portland Police property. The EOC approved RRT's use of 
ADDs and RBDDs to push the crowd, westbound, away from the vehicles. The first obstacle for Delta squad to reach the vehicles was a 
line of counter-protesters holding reinforced banners, approximately 12 feet from our formation. I was tasked, by Sgt. Mooney, my squad 
sergeant with deploying a hand-tossed inert RBDD to the feet of the banner-bearers. 

I did not personally give a warning to the Anitfa protesters because warnings had already been given by the PPB Sound Trucks and 
giving additional warnings, in-person, would give my targets time to prepare for the device. That preparation would only serve to put my 
squad-mates at risk of potential injury from a coordinated response from Antifa. 

I could not identify any of the individuals I targeted with the RBDD. All Antifa members involved in holding the banners were wearing 
masks and personal protective equipment that completely obscured their faces. They were also utilizing a Black Bloc technique of 
dressing in a similar manner to prevent police from identifying any one individual among them. 

I deployed my munition (#S292058), in unison, with the other officers at approximately 13:53 hours. Per my training, I visually cleared the 
pavement where I placed my RBDD. Nothing/no one was present between the two banners I targeted that would be in danger of injury. 
The RBDD functioned as it was designed and released a flash of light and a loud report. None of the counter-protesters near the 
detonation of my RBDD displayed any sign of physical injuries as a result. The line of Antifa members broke; some fled while others 
stayed to try and maintain control of their banners. 

I reassessed the need for a follow-up RBDD, decided it was not, and I used other tools to help Delta squad accomplish its mission at that 
time.

DESCRIBE THIS USE OF FORCE: 
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I deployed approximately 70 FN303 pellets during the event. I deployed them against multiple individuals between SW Naito Pkwy/SW 
Columbia Stand SW 4th Ave/SW Jefferson St. The span of time during which I used the FN303 marker lasted approximately 12 minutes. 

I did not offer any warnings for any of my FN303 applications due to the fact they were all in response to actively aggressive threats. 
Those threats posed significant risk of harm to me and other officers. Using time to offer a warning would have allowed the violent 
protesters to continue their dangerous actions and increased the likelihood of someone being injured. 

The first time I used the FN303 was against a group of Antifa protesters who were in a tug-of-war, with Delta squad members, for their 
banner at SW Naito Pkwy/SW Columbia St. Approximately five individuals were pulling hard against the efforts of officers. Those 
individuals, all of whom were in Black Bloc attire and unidentifiable to me, had previously used that banner to screen officers from the 
criminal activity that prompted the used of ADDs and RBDDs moments earlier. 

I targeted the thighs of all the suspects because many of them were wearing protective gear, which was beneath their clothing. I fired 
the full contents of a magazine, 16 pellets, on to the legs of the suspects. I applied one shot at a time until I saw my individually-targeted 
suspect alter his/her behavior and release the banner. The distance between me and my targets was approximately 20'. The Antifa 
protesters whom I targeted and struck with pellets all ran away westbound on SW Columbia St. I did not perceive any of them to be 
injured based on how well they moved away from me. 

I used a single pellet to repel a male who was in the roadway of SW Columbia St and began running up behind Officer Barth after Officer 
Barth pushed a female protester with his baton. The unknown male was white, approximately 25 years-old, 5'10" tall, had an athletic 
build, dark/short hair. Fie was wearing glasses, a lighter-colored short-sleeve shirt, and khaki pants. I heard the male call out angrily, "You 
pushed her!" I took aim of his upper legs and landed one pellet on the inside of his right thigh; just above the knee. The male responded 
by stopping and turning to face me. I yelled for him to return to the sidewalk, and he did as I instructed. Fie did not follow our formation, 
as we were moving westbound at that time, and I was unable to get his information because I did not see him again. 

I launched several pellets at individuals near the intersection of SW 1st Ave/SW Columbia St, when members of the Antifa group began 
throwing chunks of concrete and other projectiles at us. I do not recall how many times I fired at that location. I do know I was selecting 
individual targets from approximately 45' away and I applied one pellet at a time until each individual either ran away or was obscured 
by another person/object. None of those individuals appeared to be injured. 

I launched a single pellet at a male whom I saw throw a projectile at our line near SW 2nd Ave/SW Columbia St. Fie was a tall, middle- 
aged male, with dark hair. Fie was wearing a navy t-shirt and light-colored cargo shorts at that time. Fie turned to run away westbound 
and I placed one pellet in the middle of his back, from approximately 40' away, as he fled. 1 saw him reach back with one hand in reaction 
to being struck, however, he did not stop as if he were in need of medical attention. I never saw him again that day and could not 
ascertain his identity. 

I, similarly, launched a single pellet at a female suspect. I observed her throw something at our lines in the same area as the previously 
mentioned male. She was a white female in her mid-twenties. She had long brown hair, which was worn up. She was wearing drab beige 
clothing at the time. She ran after throwing her projectile, and I had enough of an opening to strike her lower extremities with one pellet. 
We were approximately 45' apart at that time. I was confident I struck her with the pellet, however, she did not break stride as she ran. I 
lost sight of her after that. I did not see her again and was unable to determine her identify. 

I launched approximately three pellets at a male, in Black Bloc garb, who was dragging materials into the street in an attempt to block 
the police view of protesters that were throwing projectiles as we advanced westbound on SW Columbia St. The suspect was dragging 
some kind of barricade from the south side of SW Columbia St. I missed him with at least one pellet and only saw one break on his 
clothing when it struck his abdomen; under his right nipple. Fie reacted to the impact by flinching and turning away from me. 

I cannot account for any other FN303 applications at this time. The criminalist who was embedded with Delta squad, Outhaythip, (at the 
time of this report) has yet to upload his video to the DIMS server. I will review the video, when it becomes available, to refresh my 
memory.

I was on RRT assigned to Delta Squad. We were deployed between a protest and counter protest in downtown Portland. The "Patriot 
Prayer" group lead by Joey Gibson was scheduled to hold a rally in Waterfront Park. "Anti-Facist" counter protesters declared that they 
also be holding a demonstration. This is common in Portland and typically when these two groups hold demonstrations and counter 
demonstrations they come together and engage in physical confrontations. Both groups bring weapons to these confrontations, usually 
sticks, pipes, bats, fireworks, and other miscellaneous items that can be used as weapons. This protest was different, there was 
information about both groups bringing firearms to the rally and the potential for violence, serious physical injury, and death between 
the two groups was high.

For this demonstration, two "Sound Trucks" (SUVs with sound amplification devices mounted to them) were assigned to RRT. My squad 
was facing the "Anti-Facist" portion of the demonstration (other squads were facing the "Patriot Prayer" group. The Antifa group moved 
together North on the side walk on SW Naito PKWY, mirroring the movements of demonstrators in waterfront park. I was a grenadier 
and moved with Delta Squad in front of the Antifa group as they moved, blocking access for them to cross SW Naito PKWY and 
potentially engage in a physical confrontation with the Patriot Prayer group. 

The group I was standing in front of of seemed particularly ready to fight. They were wearing all black and had helmets (some had 
motorcycle helmets, some had ballistic helmets, some were wearing baseball batting helmets). Most were wearing some sort of eye 
protection to negate the use of pepper spray. Several had knee/shin pads and a few had chest and arm protection. 

This group of hardened protesters were standing behind four or five reinforced signs. Two of the signs had metal and wood shields built 
into the canvas, at one point the group was practicing thrusts with the sign. I could see the protesters handing out dowels and sticks to 
each other, I also saw a baseball bat held by one of the subjects in the group. At one point I saw a subject in the crowd launch 
something across the street at the Patriot Prayer group with a sling shot. Items shot by slingshots can cause serious physical injury or 
death depending on the object and velocity. 

After about a half an hour, another group approached with shields made of barrels that had been cut in half. That last group that 
showed up appeared to be anarchists. I know from my training and experience that anarchists typically show up to these types of events 
armed and willing to use weapons against law enforcement. 

The crowd shouted anti-police slogans like, "A-C-A-B ALL COPS ARE BASTARDS" at us, a protester exposed her buttocks to us and various 
demonstrators shouted profanities and flipped us off. They seemed to be very anti-law enforcement. 

At around 1440, the Patriot Prayer group had moved south through Waterfront park and were planning on walking to the ICE facility in 
the South Waterfront. I was still mirroring the Antifa crowd on the West side of Naito PKWY. When we reached SW Columbia BLVD, 
Officer Madison pointed out two or three police cars west of SW Naito PKWY. The crowd surrounded the cars and started shaking them. 

This is concerning for multiple reasons. I did not know if any officers were in those cars, if there were officers in the cars they would be in 
great danger and surrounded by a hostile crowd. Also, I know that officers keep firearms (AR-15s, shotguns, 40mm less lethal launchers 
etc) in their patrol cars. If the protesters break into police cars, they could potentially have access to those weapons. There's also law 
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3 AMENDED 


enforcement equipment (MU I s) that contain sensitive information as well as police radios. 


The sound truck told demonstrators to leave the street, move west away from the police cars, and warned them that "riot control 
agents" may be used against them if they did not comply. That warning was given multiple times. 

The crowd eventually started smashing the windows of the police cars. Officer Madison, Officer Billard and I had made a quick plan to 
deploy aerial distraction devices over the crowd to disperse them away from the cars. We used a range finder and planned to alternate 
deployment of the ADDs above the crowd to keep them moving. 

Sgt. Mooney signaled to me that we were to begin deployment of the ADDs. I fired two above the crowd then ran west, joining my 
squad which was pushing west on SW Columbia ST. I saw multiple officers pulling a sign from the protesters who were violently pulling 
it back. Glass bottles, bricks, and rocks started coming down around me from the protesters. Several protesters where in the street to the 
west throwing projectiles at my squad. 

One subject, a male white in his twenties with dirty blonde hair wearing camo shorts throwing multiple objects at officers. I shot two or 
three 40mm impact marking rounds at that subject and hit him each time. After each impact, the subject would run away but come 
back with an object in his hand prompting me to fire again. Each time i deployed munitions at him with the 40mm launcher I aimed for a 
lower extremity (right or left leg). Each time he was about fifty feet from me in the street. 

I fired at two or three other subjects that were throwing projectiles at officers. One was wearing camo pants but I could not tell if it was a 
a male or female and I don't recall any else about that subject. The other subjects were wearing all black. 

At one point, Sgt. Mooney directed us to quickly move across an intersection and push the crowd back in a movement known as a 
"Dynamic" I threw a rubber ball distraction device during the movement but the pin was not fully pulled, I picked it up but at that time 
the conditions did not exist warranting the use of a RBDD. I held onto it and later deployed in a driveway surrounded by brick walls, this 
a technique used to dispose of munitions that have had the pin pulled, it is too dangerous to put the pin back in so they must be 
deployed. The drive way was at SW Columbia ST / SW 4th AVE. 

I had also given one of my inert RBDD's to Officer Haase, he said he didn't throw it but later gave it to a different officer who threw it.

I had seen members of the crowd with dowels, sticks, baseball bats, pepper spray, and knives. I also saw several anarchist demonstrators 
with backpacks that looked to stuffed full with unknown objects. 

I know from my training and experience that anarchists will typically bring bottles, rocks, fireworks, and other items they can throw at 
law enforcement. They keep them in their backpacks and discreetly hand them out to be deployed.

It should be noted the sound truck made 3 announcements regarding the potential for arrests and force warnings before contact was 
initiated. 

After the ADD detonated, I approached the Southmost portion of the large shield, which was held by one person; I walked at a moderate 
pace. The subjects wielding the shield lowered their center of gravity, to brace for an impact or to charge. I yelled at the subjects to 
move back. When I came within arms length, the shield was deliberately pushed towards me. I used my long baton and executed a 
shove towards the top, center portion of that part of the shield. I used the shove maneuver to counteract the force and momentum the 
shield would've had if it had impacted me. The shield, and its push, had the potential to knock me to the ground, an incredibly 
dangerous position to be in a crowd management operation. The shove was effective and knocked its wielder off-balance. It should be 
noted that the baton never directly contacted the subject, only the shield. I saw projectiles, such as soda cans and other blunt objects 
being thrown at my squad from the crowd. I decided to remove the shield to allow Grenadiers oversight in engaging hostile subjects 
and to support Delta Squad pushing the crowd back. I grabbed the top portion of the shield. The rest of the people wielding the shield 
attempted to struggle with my grasp. I pushed the shield forward and pulled it back, knocking the rest of the group to the ground and 
freeing it from their grasp. I yelled at the subjects who fell on the ground to get back. I felt we did not have the resources at the time to 
affect multiple arrests and secure the damaged vehicles at the time. We pushed past the police vehicles and secured the area.

1 ADD utilized to initiate the movement to recover the vehicles. After multiple projectiles were launched towards police by Antifa, 
multiple ADDs and Rubber Ball Distraction Devices (RBDDs). Multiple impact munitions by multiple grenadiers used against various 
subjects throwing projectiles towards police. After Antifa was pushed to SW 1st Ave, they started throwing barricades into the street, 
obstructing traffic and police movement, and they continued to throw projectiles. The Operations Section Chief directed RRT to 
continue pushing Antifa to the West. Grenadiers continued to use ADDs, RBDDs, and impact munitions towards Antifa members 
throwing projectiles or committing other hostilities during our movements until Antifa's aggression ceased.

As a member of RRT, I was assigned to Delta squad as a grenadier. For this protest Delta squad was assigned to monitor the Antifa side 
of the counter-protest and other squads were watching the Patriot Prayer side. As either group moved, the other would mirror their 
movement and we would shadow them as they moved. We stayed between both groups and maintained a skirmish line on the west 
side of Sw Naito Parkway. Our main job was to try and prevent the Antifa from crossing Sw Naito Parkway and engaging in a fight with 
the Patriot Prayer group. 

The Antifa side appeared to be ready for a fight. The numbers grew rapidly as smaller sections joined the larger collective. There were 
between four and five banners that were reinforced with plywood. This is a standard tactic during protests to use as a shield and as a 
wall to attempt to prevent us from moving them out of an area. Through out the crowd I could see people who were wearing protective 
gear. They were wearing helmets that varied from motorcycle helmets, baseball helmets and a few had ballistic helmets. They were 
also wearing eye protection to negate the use of pepper spay. I also saw people wearing arm and leg protection. As a member of RRT I 
have worked multiple protests and this was the most "hardened up" I have seen protesters. 

There was a group standing behind one of the hardened banners that was handing out dowels and sticks. I notified Sgt Mooney that 
they were handing out weapons. These sticks that they were handing out could cause serious physical injury when struck by them in 
close quarters. There was a group that cut plastic barrels in half and converted them to shields. This group also had these shorts sticks 
that were approximately two feet long. I saw a what looked like a male subject wearing all black who was carrying an aerosol can of 
some sort. Atactic used against the police is to use bee or wasp spray, spray paint or bear spray. I notified Sgt Mooney of this subject 
and Officer Flippo told me that he saw a subject shoot something across the street using a sling shot. This was concerning to me 
because objects being shot out of a sling shot can cause serious physical injury or death depending on what is launched. Sling shots 
increase the velocity of an object as its being launched which greatly increases the chance of injury. 

As we followed the Antifa group south to the intersection of Sw Naito Parkway and Sw Columbia St, I noticed 
vehicles parked on Sw Columbia St. I could see the crowd growing around the cars and I was concerned that 
inside the vehicles. I told Officer Flippo and Sgt Mooney that there were police cars being surrounded by the 
could see the crowd shaking the vehicles.

As a member of RRT, I was assigned to Delta squad as a grenadier. For this protest Delta squad was assigned to monitor the Antifa side 
of the counter-protest and other squads were watching the Patriot Prayer side. As either group moved, the other would mirror their 
movement and we would shadow them as they moved. We stayed between both groups and maintained a skirmish line on the west 
side of Sw Naito Parkway. Our main job was to try and prevent the Antifa from crossing Sw Naito Parkway and engaging in a fight with 
the Patriot Prayer group. 

The Antifa side appeared to be ready for a fight. The numbers grew rapidly as smaller sections joined the larger collective. There were 
between four and five banners that were reinforced with plywood. This is a standard tactic during protests to use as a shield and as a 
wall to attempt to prevent us from moving them out of an area. Through out the crowd I could see people who were wearing protective 
gear. They were wearing helmets that varied from motorcycle helmets, baseball helmets and a few had ballistic helmets. They were 
also wearing eye protection to negate the use of pepper spay. I also saw people wearing arm and leg protection. As a member of RRT I 
have worked multiple protests and this was the most "hardened up" I have seen protesters. 

There was a group standing behind one of the hardened banners that was handing out dowels and sticks. I notified Sgt Mooney that 
they were handing out weapons. These sticks that they were handing out could cause serious physical injury when struck by them in 
close quarters. There was a group that cut plastic barrels in half and converted them to shields. This group also had these shorts sticks 
that were approximately two feet long.

On 8-4-18 I was assigned to RRT Delta Squad as a line officer. We were thereto assist in keeping the peace between rival protesting 
groups. The antifa group had began to move in an attempt to get into Waterfront Park where the patriot prayer group was located. A 
large number of antifa began to walk east on SW Columbia St. The dismounted from the truck and framed a line formation on the west 
side of SW Naito Pkwy at SW Columbia St. We were holding a line formation in an attempt to keep antifa protesters from crossing east 
into Waterfront Park where patriot prayer members were. There was a group of about 200+ protesters gathered. On SW Columbia there 
were three patrol cars parked. I could see antifa members beginning to climb on the cars and vandalize them. We relayed this 
information to our Sgt. A plan was made to have the crowd move back west on SW Columbia toward SW 1st Ave. Members of the crowd 
were told that SW Columbia St. was closed and that they needed to move West due the the vandalism. This announcement was made 
multiple times by the sound truck. I also personally told people to move back. After giving multiple announcements and time to comply 
we began to move forward to move people back. 

Members of the antifa crowd had multiple signs which were reinforced with wood and metal handles. When we attempted to people 
back away from the vehicles, I was standing in front of a group with a black and red sign. When we began to walk forward to clear the 
street, they pushed back into us with there sign, physically resisting our effort to move them back. I pushed into there sign with my stick 
and moved people back. Two or three people dressed in all black, with helmets, and blackface masks were holding the sign. As we 
pushed into them that began to back up and most dropped the sign. We were able to get the sign out of their hands. The people then 
retreated to the west and out of sight. 

I was unable to locate these people at a later time to get there information. They appeared to be in their 20's. 

We then continued to move west on SW Columbia St. moving people back. Antifa members began throwing bottles with liquids and 
other projectiles at us.

DESCRIBE THIS USE OF FORCE: 


On 8-4-18 I was assigned to RRT Delta Squad as a line officer. We were there to assist in keeping the peace between rival protesting 
groups. The antifa group had began to move in an attempt to get into Waterfront Park where the patriot prayer group was located. A 
large number of antifa began to walk east on SW Columbia St. The dismounted from the truck and framed aline formation on the west 
side of SW Naito Pkwy at SW Columbia St. We were holding a line formation in an attempt to keep antifa protesters from crossing east 
into Waterfront Park where patriot prayer members were. There was a group of about 200+ protesters gathered. On SW Columbia there 
were three patrol cars parked. I could see antifa members beginning to climb on the cars and vandalize them. We relayed this 
information to our Sgt. A plan was made to have the crowd move back west on SW Columbia toward SW 1st Ave. Members of the crowd 
were told that SW Columbia St. was closed and that they needed to move West due the the vandalism. This announcement was made 
multiple times by the sound truck. I also personally told people to move back. After giving multiple announcements and time to comply 
we began to move forward to move people back. 

Members of the antifa crowd had multiple signs which were reinforced with wood and metal handles. When we attempted to people 
back away from the vehicles, I was standing in front of a group with a black and red sign. When we began to walk forward to clear the 
street, they pushed back into us with there sign, physically resisting our effort to move them back. I pushed into there sign with my stick 
and moved people back. Two or three people dressed in all black, with helmets, and blackface masks were holding the sign. As we 
pushed into them that began to back up and most dropped the sign. We were able to get the sign out of their hands. The people then 
retreated to the west and out of sight. 

I was unable to locate these people at a later time to get there information. They appeared to be in their 20's. 

We then continued to move west on SW Columbia St. moving people back. Antifa members began throwing bottles with liquids and 
other projectiles at us. The street was cleared. Please see all other reports for further information on the incident.

While working as a member of RRT Bravo squad, under the direct supervision of my squad sergeant, following orders from a chain of 
command in the Incident Command System, I was given a command to get on the rails, which is located on the RRT van, as we were 
going to be deployed to SW 4th Ave/ SW Market St. As we were getting ready to leave, I observed a F/W, approximately 22 years old, 
weighing 165 pound, short brown hair, wearing a white t-shirt and black spandex pants, entering the intersection and proceeding to 
lay in front of our van. Doe laid on her back, in the middle of the #2 lane. Doe was asked to vacate the area multiple times and she 
refused. I gave Doe a command to leave, and again she refused. Once I saw that Doe was not going to comply with my command to 
vacate the street, I grabbed one of her arms and proceeded to pull her out of the way and unto the sidewalk. Doe's body was limp and 
she did not try to pull away when I grabbed her.

Many people in the 
counter protest were dressed in all black clothing with masks over their 
faces and personal protective equipment such as leg armour, full helmets 
with face shields, gloves and other pads for their bodies. They also 
carried banners with stiff wooden plywood backing and handles which also 
concealed their movements from our view behind the banner. Early in the 
event, a group of several hundred counter protesters lined up behind these 
banners were observed by police officers both in uniform and plain clothes 
passing out items to throw and/or strike with along with arosal cans which 
appeared to be pepper spray. 

My squad was assigned to monitor this group and prevent them from crossing 
Naito Parkway and interfere with the free speech event being held in 
waterfront park. When the group began arming themselves behind the cover 
of the banners they were carrying, I worried that the items that they had 
would be used against the Police or thrown/launched over our heads toward 
the free speech event. Previous events involving both of these groups had 
devolved into a riot when the Patriot Prayer group attempted to conduct 
their permitting march and the Antifa group blocked their route and began 
throwing rocks and bricks at them. The police immediately had revoked the 
permit for the march and declared the event a riot and ordered all groups 
to disperse. 

Pre-planning for this event included pre-cautions to ensure that the two groups remained separated. As the march began, at

were blocking. The same group had moved toward the front carrying the wooden backed shield banners armed with the 
weapons that had been previously seen. Despite the many highly audible warnings to move to the sidewalks but officers in the 
sound truck, the group remained in the street and began to advance toward the free speech group. 


With the intent to disperse the crowd and limit any potentially dangerous conflicts an personal injuries, the order was given to 
launch Ariel Distraction Devices (ADD) over the crowd to encourage them to disperse. The ADD is a round that is propelled 
through the air and has a fuse that causes it to detonate in the air at approximately 50 meters away. Officer Flipo and i used a 
range finder to determine where we needed to launch the ADD from into order for it to detonate above the front of the 
crowd. After determining the correct standoff distance, I launched three volleys of ADD which were effective in dispersing the 
crowd from that immediate area. 


As officers moved forward to gain control of that space, the hostile crowd began throwing objecs at the police. I saw several 
full beer bottles fly from the crowd and smash near officers. I saw several rocks and bricks come through the air hitting a 
county Sergeant in his helmet. 


Several men in masks and dark clothing were throwing chairs, tables and other items found in nearby businesses into the 
street and at officers. I saw several road flares (lit) flying in the air toward us. I used my 40mm launcher to shoot direct 
impact marking rounds at the objects that people were trying to pick up and throw at us. This was effective in preventing 
more items being thrown. I did not identify the men whom were near the items that I shot with the Dl rounds beacsue they 
disappeared into the crowd. 


At SW Jefferson between 3rd and 4th avenue, the group had thrown a tree across all lanes of traffic. As we approached the 
tree, I saw a white male wearing all black light an object and throw it toward my squad then run west. The item appeared to 
be a Molotov cocktail and began to quickly burning in the street. The man stopped a short distance later before 4th avenue 
and began to reach toward his waistline in what appeared to be a bag. I believed that he may be reaching for another 
Molotov cocktail to throw at police. I then targeted his belt line and the hand that appeared to be reaching into the bag and 
launched a 40mm direct impact marking round. The round hit him right wear I had aimed and he immediately withdrew his 
hand (empty) and then ran west and disappeared into the crowd. I did not identify him at this point. 


I had no more launcher deployments. 


In total, I fired approximately 7-8 ADD rounds (from Naito to 3rd on Columbia) and 7-8 Direct impact rounds (From Naito to 
SW 4th/Jefferson).

As a member of RRT A Squad we were told to conduct a dynamic charge to clear SW Columbia from SW 2nd to SW 3rd. There was a large 
group of subject who were refusing orders to clear the street and disburse. They were throwing rocks, bricks, and other items at the RRT 
line. On the order we charged forward to push the subject back from the street west towards 3rd. The unknown white female was on 
the south sidewalk and the orders were to clear everyone out of the the block, building to building west towards 3rd. As I was running 
towards the female who was with some other subjects I was telling to to move back. She refused to back up and and stood still. As I 
approached I told her she needed to move back or I would force her to move back. She did not move and I use my RRT stick, held 
horizontal and pushed her across her chest to move her back. She took a few step backwards and stopped and turned her back towards 
me. I told her again to move and as I got closer she leaned her body weight backwards into my stick and I pushed her again. She took a 
few steps forwards and then stopped again and leaned backwards into my stick as I pushed her forwards again. After a few more times 
of her stopping and leaning backwards into my stick as I pushed her she started to walk towards 3rd the direction we were telling her to 
move towards, so I discontinued to push her.

I was deployed as a grenadier for Delta Squad on the Portland Police Bureau (PPB) Rapid Response Team (RRT) on 08/04/2018 at 09:00 
hours. I had been a member of RRT since April, 2010 and a certified grenadier since March, 2016. My duties as a grenadier were to assist 
my squad sergeants in keeping the squad organized and relaying commands to its members. If necessary, grenadiers are also tasked 
with using impact munitions and riot-control agents to protect RRT members and to complete team objectives, as set forth by 
Emergency Operations Center (EOC). Grenadiers are expected to carrying less-lethal launchers, along with hand-tossed munitions. The 
launcher I deployed that day was a FN 303 marker. My FN 303 was only loaded with authorized projectiles, which were 17.6mm marking 
pellets. The hand-tossed munitions I carried that day were taken from my own issued munitions canister and inspected before being 
stored on my uniform. 

The role of RRT that afternoon was to monitor the protest/marches related to a "Partiot Prayer" rally and an "Antifa" counter-protest at 
Waterfront Park; namely near Salmon Springs fountain. One of our main objectives was to prevent the two opposing sides from having 
physical contact, which has led to street brawls during similar events on June 4th, 2018 and June 30th, 2018. Events related to this event 
unfolded much like they had during the aforementioned rallies. The Patriot Prayer supporters were gathering in Waterfront Park at 
approximately 12:00 hours. The Antifa counter-protesters began amassing on the west side of SW Naito Pkwy. RRT and other police units 
responded to line either side of the street, in order to prevent any fighting. The Patriot Prayer group, which numbered over 300 
individuals, began to march southbound through the park. The counter-protesters, which consisted of approximately 500 people, 
responded by mirroring them along SW Naito Pkwy. Police officers made a coordinated effort to move ahead of the marchers and set up 
line formations along the side of the road to keep either group from getting close to one another.

Empty PPB vehicles fell victim to vandals while their operators worked to head off counter-protesters. The Antifa crowd was forced to 
weave onto SW 1 st Ave when terrain and police formations prevented them from continuing directly south on SW Naito Pkwy; near the 
west end of the Hawthourne Bridge. Mobile field forces from the three police precincts assisted in holding intersections. They traveled in 
caravans of marked and unmarked police vehicles. A pair of those vehicles was abandoned on SW Columbia St, between SW Naito Pkwy 
and SW 1 st Ave, when a large group of Antifa marched eastbound to SW Naito Pkwy and surrounded them. Those protesters were 
wearing helmets, goggles, heavy clothing, gloves, various forms of armor on their torsos/extremities, and (in some cases) gas masks. The 
same group of individuals were armed with personal shields and blunt objects, such as lengths of thick wooden dowel. Coordinated 
teams of counter-protesters carried reinforced banners at the front of their group. Those banners were placed in front of Delta's line 
formation, on the west side of SW Naito Pkwy/SW Columbia St, while other members of their group could be seen damaging the police 
vehicles.

I deployed my FN303 marker against a counter-protester, near the intersection of SW 2nd Ave/SW Columbia St. Members of RRT were 
advancing westbound and approaching the aforementioned intersection when we encountered an unknown male wearing a 
multicolored knit mask, a blue long-sleeve shirt, and olive drab pants. I had seen that individual take his mask off earlier that day and 
would describe him as an olive-skinned male in his mid-20s. He had bushy, black hair and thick eyebrows. I also noticed he had his 
sleeves rolled up and could see a tattoo of what may have been a cross, in black ink, on one of his forearms. I also saw that individual 
carrying an aerosol canister, earlier that day, and believed the item was most likely either spray paint or some other substance that could 
be used to harm someone else. I was unaware of another peaceful use for such a substance. The subject was also interaction with a 
number of other counter-protesters in Black Bloc attire. The most violent and active individuals, on that side of the event, were dressed in 
that manner. Therefore, I inferred the subject was likely of a similar mind. 

The individual in question was acting suspiciously and approached the police line in a manner that caused me alarm. The PPB Sound 
Truck was broadcasting dispersal orders at that time, with clear warnings to protesters to leave the area or face potential use offeree by 
police officers. The vast majority of counter-protesters had run westbound, away from our formation. Some individuals were keeping 
their distance, in front of our formation, and video recording. This particular individual advanced toward us. He was carrying what 
appeared to be a imitation animal skin (~5'x4'). He was holding the skin up as a defense against less-lethal rounds advanced toward us, 
coming within approximately 12-15' of our line. He was within 20' of me at that time. I was very concerned by his actions as I had never 
witnessed, in eight years of being on RRT, a lone individual approach crowd control officers with the overt intention of protecting 
himself/herself from launchable impact weapons. I saw no logical reason for the subject to close with us like that unless he had an 
intention to confront us. I felt it was necessary for me to address the subject before he could come within arm's-reach of other officers. I 
also could not tell if the subject still possessed the aerosol canister I observed earlier that day. 

I leveled my FN303 at his lower body and applied two pellets, one at a time, to the subject's left leg; below the animal skin. I believed at 
least one of the impacts was effective because he immediately backed away from us after the second round. 

I kept my FN303 trained on him until he left the area. He backed into a traffic candlestick that had been moved into the roadway and 
turned in order to not trip over it. The subject turned to present his protective blanket briefly, one more time, before folding it and 
placing it over one of his arms. He presenting me with an extended middle finger to indicate I still had his attention, and then moved 
away westbound into the crowd. He did not move as if he were in need of medical attention, and it was unsafe for me to attempt contact 
with him for the purposes of identifying/arresting him. 

I consulted the DIMS video of that use offeree and found it was documented by Criminalist Becker under Case: 18-681066, Call: 

1533412361 -8, Asset: 18487235. The time stamp for the use of force was "3:56." The PPB Sound Truck drowned out the sound of the 
FN303 so it is not audible. 

I still have more FN303 rounds unaccounted for in my FCDRs for that day. I will continue to monitor the DIMS Viewer for more video 
submissions and will report my uses offeree accordingly.

r l?ose CityAntifa, working in conjunction with allied groups in the region, 
lave obtained information on many of the Pacific Northwest-located 
Members of the white nationalist, alt-right group known as the Proud 
Boys. You can follow along on our website and on Twitter, using the 
fashtag #DoxxAIIYourBoys. 

the Proud Boys were founded in 2016 by notorious 
misogynist ana anti-semite Gavin Mclnnes. Via the 
ncreasing number of far-right rallies over the last couple 
fears, the Proud Boys have risen to beer-soaked, bigoted 
prominence. At these far-right rallies, the members of the 
Proud Boys are given free reign to attack anti-fascist 
ictivists and other community members, creating space for 
more overtly fascist groups to organize, acting as de facto 
oody guards for groups like Identity Europa, Cascade Legion, 
Daily Stormer Book Clubs, Patriot Front, and other white 
nationalist and fascist groups and individuals. 

4ow a Bigoted White Nationalist Group Convinced 
Themselves They Were Just a Club 

After Patriot Prayer founder Joey Gibson's own gang of 
fnforcers, Warriors for Freedom LLC (aka American Treedom 
Keepers, aka American Freedom Warriors) dissipated 
following allegations that Gibson stole money and resources 
from other members, many of those former street fighters 
Hecarnc Proud Boys, and that group picked up the task of 
Seating up activists on behalf of Gibson. The Proud Boys are 
Eurrently one of the largest and most active groups among 
:he various nationalist and racist groups taking part in Joey 
Gibson's far-right rallies. 

The Proud Boys often defy explanation by mainstream 
political commentators who would take them at their word, 
fecausc they do not claim to be an overtly fascist 
Organization and deny harboring racist views. Proud Boys 
tontinually point toward their few non-white members to 
Reflect the label of “hate group” they’ve earned from 
liberal watchdog groups like the SPLC. This ridiculous 
Eoutine (as if a person is only racist if they claim to be, and 
jias never been in a photo with a person of color) allows 
them to inflate the lie that they are not bigots or 
rationalists, despite extensive evidence to the contrary.

Another men's club from the era of Mclnnes' 
nostalgia, the first iteration of the Ku Klux Klan, invented 
deliberately absurd ranks and titles (Grand Cyclops, Imperial 
Wizard), and rituals to both intimidate and entertain. 

While their promoted activities focus on dumb inside jokes, 
binge drinking, and sloppy brawling, this “frat boy” facades 
glosses over an implicit ideology that is very apparent in thr 
political speech ana affiliations of their members, as well ar 
in the targets of their assaults. 

“Western Chauvinism” equals “White Pride” 

The Proud Boys form a central pillar of the current alt-righ 
movement in large part because their patented dogwhistle, 
“Western Chauvinism,” functions as an effective, out less 
explicit, articulation of white supremacist ideology.. Their 
homophobic, transphobic, anti-immigrant, anti-semitic, and 


violence is the fuel in the ideological engine of a far-right 
fcroup like the Proud Bovs. Like many wnite nationalist 
‘joups, their public exhibitions of power, expressed in 
/iolence and the threat of violence, draws in other power- 
Jecking men. It becomes a way to reinforce their 
anderstanding of social order, at the same time as they 
ittack their enemies, and instill fear in the general public. 


his driving force of violence can be found in many of their 
aembers' political speech. Violence towards women, in both 
ction and speech, becomes a bonding activity for a 
hauvinist member of the group. Founder Mclnnes's own 
lisogyny is well documented throughout his tenure at Vice 
Magazine. More recently Mclnnes, in grotesque terms, 
xpressed agreement with alt-right pop psychologist Jordan 
, eterson's proposed programs ot “enforced monogamy” to 
^xert control over women's autonomy. The Proud Boys 
ppose access to abortion and women's health resources. 

.ike many fascists, they use myths of “traditional” sexual 
rientation and gender roles to impose control over women, 
nd as a rationale in targeting feminist activists for violence, 
hey substitute the sanitized phrase “venerating the 
_ousewife” to mask their intent to eliminate women's civil 
lights and bodily autonomy. In the Northwest, Proud Boys 
jre frequent participants in anti-choice demonstrations, and 
iave attacked activists who oppose their intimidation tactics 
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outside of reproductive healthcare providers such as Planned Internationally. They occasionally valorize individual black 
Parenthood.. A number of the NW Proud Boys have been pnd brown people who they view as having sufficiently 


charged with domestic violence and assault, as our 
forthcoming articles will soon show. And threaded through 
the physical violence, their rallying cry, “Proud of Your 
Boy,” makes it clear that what drives their actions is their 
belief in a society in which men hold power over women, 
and enforce that hierarchy through assaults and slander. 

Homophobia and Transphobia
